The huge stone fireplace emits a comforting smell 
of burning logs as the mother and three daughters 
perch on the edge of an overstuffed sofa and un- 
tangle a maze of blue yarn.

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promises snow. Tall cottonwoods shiver in the wind 
that feels much more like November’s than April’s, 
but the family is protected against the cold by the 
log house that John Singer built with his own hands. 
The atmosphere is peaceful as the Singer parents 
and their seven children share the morning in the 
warmth of their home in Marion, 50 miles east of 
Provo. 

But only a few hundred feet from the doorway a 
red “No Trespassing” sign is firmly attached to the 
wooden gate, which is tightly chained to a fence that 
surrounds the Singer’s property; here, an unknowing 
visitor would expect to be less than welcome. 

John Singer is usually cordial to guests and will 
swing the gate open wide to admit them. But in the 
near future, there will be one visitor he will not 
welcome with his firm handshake — the person or 
people who will come to arrest him and his wife for 
the neglect of their children. 


Duty to defend 


“They would have to break our doors down,” he 
says firmly in his slight German accent. “When your 
family is in danger of being scattered, it becomes the 
duty of a man — not only the right, but the duty — 
to defend his family and property. And I know there 
will come a clash sooner or later.” 

The clash may come soon. If the orders of the 
court expressed in an April 6 hearing are carried out, 
John and Vickie Singer will spend 60 days in jail 
each, and their children, ranging in age from two to 
13, will be placed in foster homes as wards of the 
state. 

For the past five years the Singer parents have not 
sent their children to public schools, and according 
to mandatory education principles, they have com- 
mitted a crime. “By law, children in this state have 
a right to an education and a duty to attend school,” 
said Judge John Farr Larson in a statement about 
the April 6 decision. “In the present instance the ac-

tion, from the beginning, has been focused on the 
best interest of the Singer children. This family 
could be maintained if the Singers were willing to 
comply with the law.” 

The sentence, which includes a fine of $200 each, 
was issued by 2nd District Juvenile Court Judge 
Farr last month but was delayed when an appeal 
was filed with the Utah Supreme Court in behalf of 
the Singers without their knowledge. Typed on the 
back of a sheet lined for music composition, the ap- 
peal did not contain the signatures of either parent, 
and misspelled Vickie’s name in two places. Predic- 
tably, it was overturned. 

The Singers’ contention with the school system 
started long before the legal altercations began last 
summer and are rooted in the personal principles of 
the parents. : 

Vickie Singer was an elementary education major 
at the University of Utah before meeting and marry- 
ing John Singer 15 years ago. “I thought studying 
education would be beneficial to my family,” she 
says, looking up from the twisted yarn. The one- 
room schoolhouse they built for their children is visi- 
ble through the window behind her. 


“The state is saying to me, ‘we 
have more right to control your 
children than you do.’ This cannot 
be in a land were we call ourselves 
the land of freedom and liberty.” 


John sits in a rocker, wearing clean blue pants and 
shirt covered by a fleece-lined leather vest. Born in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., he was raised in Germany during 
the turbulent 1930s and ‘40s. In fact, he participated 
in the S.S. School (Hitler’s youth organization) as a 
young man. He returned to the United States in 1951 
and memories of those earlier years serve to reinforce 
his feeling that the state is not the highest law to be

He built their cabin from Norway pine he cut him- 
self, using a borrowed horse and trailer for 
transporting the logs. “The reason I had to build like 
that was because I didn’t have a penny to my 
name,” he says proudly. “Everything here — ” he 
indicates an antler chandelier, the fireplace, the 
carefully filled chinks between the logs — “I 
pee myself. I have kept myself free and out of 

ebt.”’ 


The oldest Singer children did attend public 
school for atime. In fact Heidi, now 13, went 
through the third grade. “But we had feelings for 
quite a while that we’d like to teach them at home,” 
Vickie says. ““They’d come home just beat, and then 
have to study. We wanted to teach them respon- 
sibility and to work at home. Children need to learn 
responsibility in their homes.”

When she debates on 
the affirmative side or 
for the resolution, she 
uses some unusual logic:

If the opponent has 
a strong argument 
against her, she says she 
can’t understand it 
because she’s a woman. 


Debate and truth have 
seldom been syn- 
onymous. But Jed, as he 
is called by all, is trying 
to correct this by having 
his debaters use the 
truth at all times. 


The BYU debate team 
has, in the past, been 
forced to use pro- 
smoking arguments. But 
Jed explains that they 
still used the truth by 
talking about such 
things as the impact of 
smoking on the tobacco 
industry. ‘““We didn’t try 
to say that smoking was 
good,” he recalls. 

Jed feels that most 
people have a miscon- 
ception about debate, 
adding: “They think it is 
to teach contention.”

The emergence of the black athlete at BYU has 
been coming for a long time, and apparently, it has 
arrived. 

Today there are seven black athletes at BYU. 
Prospects for others in the future look increasingly 
better. Just 10 years ago, that would have eae a 
remote possibility. At that time, BYU was the focal 
point of protests a black militant groups because of 
the LDS Church’s policy on the black and the 
priesthood. 

Pete Witbeck, assistant athletic director, says the 
pon became so heavy that at one point, it looked 
ike BYU’s athletic future was in jeopardy. “We 
asked ourselves, ‘How long will it last?’ and ‘If this 
continues can we stay in athletics?’ ” 

But today the protests are history and their effect 
is becoming less evident. 

Before 1970, no black had ever competed for BYU. 
Ron Knight broke the color line as a Cougar football 
player that year and in 1971, Tony Williams also 
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hers wedding bands.

made the Y grid squad. But, neither played much for 
the Cats, and many wondered if they had been 
recruited just to ease the pressure on BYU. 


Blacks always important 


According to most Y coaches, blacks have always 
been on BYU coaches’ recruiting lists. Witbeck, who 
was in charge of recruiting under Stan Watts, recalls 
that the Cougars almost landed UCLA standout 
Edgar Lacey. ‘“‘We‘ve always tried to recruit them 
(blacks). There has never been a time that we turned 
our backs on them. Our biggest problem is we have 
no black community. We talked to some big names. 
But it just wasn’t equitable for them to come here.” 

Witbeck points out that he has never recruited 
blacks just because they were black. “An athlete, 
white or black, has to have the qualities to come 
here,” he says. 

BYU’s current recruiting philosophy is the same 
as in Witbeck’s day. In the words of Coach Frank Ar- 
nold, “Our whole philosophy is to tell them 
(recruits) exactly what the BYU atmosphere is like.

Early efforts to break the color line at BYU were 
marked by attempts to recruit basketball star Lionel 
Hollins (starter with the Portland Trail Blazers of 
the NBA) and others. ‘We tried to recruit Lionel 
Hollins, but by the time 10 or 15 coaches said to him, 
‘Why in the world would you want to go to BYU,’ he 
started to wonder and started asking questions,” for- 
mer coach Glenn Potter recalls. 


Another black told Potter, “I like everything I saw 
at BYU, but coach, I don‘t think I can take the 
pressure of being the first black to play here.” 


The recruiting situation today is better, but Y 
black athletes agree that things are still not easy. 
“People had been saying things about BYU and I 
was even afraid to come here for a visit,” says runn- 
ing back Casey Wingard. “The Idaho State coach 
told me that BYU hated blacks, and he tried to scare 
me away,” he adds.

BYU’s football team climaxed its spring drills 
Saturday afternoon with an intrasquad contest 
pitting the offense against the defense, with the 
defense being able to put points on the board for its 
execution. 

The defense won the game 27-24. 

BYU’s defensive unit was able to score one point 
for holding the offense four downs, two points for an 
intercepted pass, two points for a fumble recovery, 
and two points for a missed field goal. 

The offense, working against a defense which has 
familiarized itself with the offense playbook, 
chugged and lugged its way to three TD’s via the air. 
Marc Wilson completed 16 of 36 passes for 170 yards 
and two interceptions. Jim McMahon had 165 yards 
and two touchdowns on 13 of 21 passes with three in- 
terceptions. Royce Bybee, a former quarterback for 
Ricks College, was 3-6 for 51 yards. Brent Johnson 
added all three extra points and also booted a 37- 
yard field goal. 

The offense played without several linemen who 
are out temporarily with injuries sustained in spring 
drills.

would often arrive at the office at 7 a.m., she says, 
and would dictate enough memos “to keep us busy 
for two or three days just trying to catch up.” At the 
end of the day, she says, he often left for home with a 
pile of work yet to be completed. 


Hell’s Half Acre 

Wilkinson was born in Ogden May 4, 1899, and 

ew up on the outskirts of Ogden on West 17th 

treet, known locally as “Hell’s Half Acre.” 

His mother was unshakeable in the Mormon faith, 
and was the source from which he drew his early 
determination to get a good education and succeed 
in life. He called his father “the hardest working 
man I have known in my life.” 

After grade school, his mother persuaded him to

enroll at Weber Academy in Ogden. During his 
Weber Academy days, he cultivated spiritual roots 
which served him well throughout his life. 

When he was only 15 years old, he was appointed 
assistant superintendent of the Ogden 10th Ward 
Sunday School. He had desired to go on a mission 
and had “suggested the same” to his bishop. 

But, Wilkinson said, the bishop “‘was of the old 
school who thought missions were largely to reform 
young men and told me that in view of the record I 
was making in school he would not send me.... The 
oe probably also felt that my family needed my 

elp.” 

After having established a reputation as one of 
Weber Academy’s hardest re te students and 
spending his summers working to support his 
educational needs, he graduated in 1917. He atten-

ded Weber College for a year and then went to BYU. 

While at BYU, the 1918 influenza epidemic 
caught up with young Wilkinson. As he prayed for 
recovery, he made a vow: If his life were to be spared, 
he would “do something great for the Lord’s univer- 
sity.” In the years that followed, he pursued his goal 
with determination. He excelled in extemporaneous 
speaking and debating, and engaged in numerous 
student activities. He served as editor of the weekly 
student newspaper, the “White and Blue,” and was 
president of his class. And, like many BYU students 
of the day, he met his wife-to-be at the university. 
Alice Valera Ludlow of Spanish Fork came from a 
well respected pioneer family in Utah. They were 
married by Elder James E. Talmage in the Salt 
Lake Temple, August 15, 1923. 


Attends law school 


He and his bride left Ogden in the fall of 1923; and 
driving an old Dodge, they arrived in Washington, 
D.C., with only $3.65 in cash. They both obtained 
ele jobs and he began attending George 

ashington University. 

In 1926, after three years in law school, Wilkinson 
graduated summa cum laude. He was admitted to 
the Washington, D.C., bar and began building his 
law career. At the same time, he accepted a 
scholarship from Harvard University to do post- 
graduate studies. 3 

Then, he moved his family to New York City to 
build up his law practice. There Wilkinson became 
president of the Manhattan Branch, and later the 
Queens Branch. When the Queens Branch became a 


ward, Wilkinson was called to be the new bishop. ' 


His non-Mormon friends referred to him as the 
“Bishop of Wall Street.” Later, he served as second 
ae to Ezra Taft Benson in the Washington 
Stake presidency, and later first counselor in the 
same stake. 


Rarely relaxes 


Being a busy executive and church leader that he 
was, he rarely stopped for vacations or relaxation. 
Some people felt he was cold and impersonal in his 
dealings with them. 


“If | sometimes offend people, it’s 
not because |! want to, but 
because | am determined to get 
something done.” 


“T am not unaware of the fact,”’ Wilkinson said, 
“that at times I seem to be unreasonable and un- 
yielding.... While many people think that I have 
eS ee energy, the fact is that I often get very 
tired.” 

“Tf I sometimes offend people it is not because I 
want to, but because I am determined to get 
something done.” 

As his secretary says, Wilkinson was a very warm 
and loving man, and “as with every great man, no 
one was indifferent toward him. They either loved 
him or hated him” 

“Thirteen years is a long time to work with 
someone. We were both like a couple of old shoes,” 
she says. 

Ben E. Lewis, a top executive in J. Willard 
Marriott’s Hot Shoppes organization, joined the 
BYU staff in 1952.‘‘He was a cat of nine lives,”’ Lewis 
says of Wilkinson. “He was not one to give up. He 
would go back time and time again until he got his

way.” Wilkinson had a reputation for getting what 
he wanted, Lewis says. “I’ve heard it said by mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees that he’s just too hard 
to turn down. He comes so well prepared,” he says, 
“they couldn’t disagree.” Projects that were denied, 
he adds, were few; but in most cases denial came 
because of lack of available finances. 


“Dr. Wilkinson was a man of 
courage, faith, foresight and 
energy. His contributions ... will 
bless and inspire countless 
generations.” 


Lewis said of Wilkinson’s approach to people and 
problems was that “he didn’t have time for persua- 
sion. He was too busy and he’d take a short cut and 
get to the point.” It wasn’t his intention to belittle 
people, he added, “‘but his intention was to get his 
work done.” 


Cared about students 


Wilkinson was very concerned about the students, 
Lewis says. “If a student had a problem, he would 
counsel with him. He helped numerous students 
financially, out of his own pocket. 

‘He would go out of his way to talk to students 
and tell them to stay on the sidewalks. He didn’t 
hesitate to tell people that if they wanted to stay in 
school, they would have to get their hair cut.” 

Wilkinson had a great sense of humor, Lewis adds. 
“When they unveiled Cosmo,” he says, “who should 
be in the Cosmo suit, but Ernest Wilkinson. We 
made half a dozen motion pictures,” he says, in two 
of which Wilkinson played the part of a custodian, 
and then a wise, elderly Indian, complete with long 
hair, old hat and feather. 

Wilkinson wouldn’t miss going to the annual Y- 
Day festivities. One year, he entered the annual 
greased-pig race and managed to catch the pig, but 
in doing so ruined a good suit. During a basketball 

ame half time, Lewis says, “he did pushups on the 
basketball floor as the students counted. He did 44 
of them.” Wilkinson was always on the move, Lewis 
says. “We visited various campuses to see the 
buildings,” he says. “He was nich a fast walker, it 
was almost as if he were running.” 

“He was the most prolific memo writer I’ve ever 
known. He’d put out hundreds of memos every day,” 
he says. 


No loafing allowed 


“Loafing Shed” was the term given particular 
buildings on BYU’s planned animal farm in 
American Fork. Wilkinson wouldn’t accept the 
names, Lewis says. “ ‘What do you mean ‘loafing 
sheds?’ he would ask. ‘There will be no loafing at 
this university,’ and they changed the name to 
‘lounging shed.’ He said there will be no lounging at 
this university,” Lewis recalls. ““He also demanded 
that no one call particular buildings ‘dormatories.’ 
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He insisted they be called ‘residence halls’ because 
of the literal meaning of ‘dormatory,’ a place for the 
dead,” he says. 

His associates tell of occasions when friends were 
ill and President Wilkinson would drop his work to 
visit them and sometimes administer to them. 

After arriving in town at about 2 a.m., he heard 
that one of his staff members was in the hospital. He 
went straight to the hospital and made sure that the 
attending physician was present and that the 
patient was being treated well. Other times, when it 
was physically impossible for him to visit, he would 
send his secretary instead. 

Wilkinson’s greatest accomplishment, in his own 
words, was that of establishing LDS stakes and 
wards on campus. In the eyes of his peers, one of his 
greatest achievements came while serving as an at- 
torney for the Ute Indian Tribes. He successfull 
battled a suit against the U.S. government ahhich 
resulted in an award that totaled $31.5 million, one 
of the largest judgments ever against the United 
States. 

In the minds of his students and fellow faculty and 
administration members, BYU was his greatest ac- 
complishment. 

Addressing BYU students for the last time as 
president of the university, he made it a point to 
clear up a misunderstanding. 

“Between five and seven this morning,” he said, 
“I had a number of calls asking if I was retiring. I 
Rave a resounding NO. I’m just changing jobs. 

here’s a big difference between resigning and retir- 
ing. For one thing,” he said, very soberly, “they’re 
spelled different.’ 

Last week, while checking over final drafts of his 
personal biography, Wilkinson spent a relaxing 
Wednesday evening at home, working, “but not as 
hard as usual,” his secretary said. 

Later that evening, he decided to get up. Sud- 
denly, a massive heart attack struck the retired ad- 
ministrator; he was left motionless and unconscious. 


Upon leaving BYU, Ernest Wilkinson ad- 
dressed the student body for the last time 
making it clear he was not retiring, just 
changing jobs.
